Eventually, ’he remnant of the order 
ha ! to seek r* luge at Bruges, and the 
monastery and its 
lands then passed 
through several hands within a com­ 
paratively brief period.

Anecdote of Wellington. 
At what time the ancient rule that 
‘no children should be placed in tin' 
school whose parents have any estate 
in land to leave them, but only the 
children of poor men that want means 
to bring them up.” was first departed 
from, is apparently not known; cer­ 
tainly this rule has been a dead letter 
for a very long period. 
As boys 
on

or 
Gown-boys, 
were educated, lodged, 
boarded and partially clothed free of 
charge, besides receiving scholarships 
to the universities on leaving, nomina­ 
tions were naturally in great demand 
An anecdote is. indeed, told that the 
Duke bf Wellington when Prime Min­ 
s te r dmiplained that he had more re­ 
quest^ for a nomination to Charter­ 
house school than for any of the civil 
and military appointments within his 
control.

Addison and Steele. 
Addison was a Charterhouse

ard Steele which was to lead to one 
of the most remarkable literary part­ 
ners; ips ever known. 
Richard Steele 
himself was a gown boy. nominated by 
the Duke of Ormonde. 
Richard Love 
lace and Crashaw were both Carthus­ 
ians; and also, if it be not bathos to 
mention his name in such 
company, 
Martin Tupper, the author of the fa­ 
mous ‘‘Proverbial Philosophy.” 
Not many military men appear to 
have been trained in the school, but 
t ne great soldier Charterhouse can 
claim --Sir Henry Havelock, who was 
a pupil there from 1804-11, showing as

Nearly a thousand miles of navig­ 
able inland waterways of the Upper 
Orinoco river in South America are 
entirely undisturbed by commerce, ex­ 
cept such as may be carried in an 
occasional canoe or ‘Mancha." 
“The 
iancha is simply a light scow' or flat- 
bottomed boat, fitted with a single 
mast, from which, however an enor­ 
mous sail can be spread.” writes a 
’raveler. 
"With the summer trade 
w inds blowing from the Atlantic, good 
progress upstream la often made, but 
for the return trip tit# mast and sails 
are stowed away and the force of the 
current is depended upon, aided in 
tho dry .season by th** use of poles 
or oars, 
lf the westerly winds have 
set in, of coarse, it Can sail back as 
well, and at times a little craft may 
he seen with sail set, tacking down 
stream in the teeth of an easterly 
wind, but this is sorry work. 
On my' 
trip from San Fernando do Apure, in­ 
deed. we (ticked up a passenger from 
a lancha hailing from the town of 
\rauca, who informed me with no 
little disgust, that the voyage had al­ 
ready lasted two months, and Ciudad 
Bolivar was still far distant. 
The 
bancha, if I remember correctly, reach­ 
ed port just two weeks after we did. 
and. of course, by no possible good 


fortune could the owner sell his cargo 
of hides so as to make the trip profit­ 
able. 
"Speedier and 
more 
picturesque 
than the lancha the ‘bongo,’ or large 
dugout, one-half of which Is s-heltered 
by a wicker or palmthatched canopy,” 
the same writer continues, "and a 
sight never to he forgotten is the pass­ 
ing of a bishop or faithful ‘padre’ 
with his Indian boatmen, making a 
round 
of parochial calls requiring, 
perhaps, several months’ almost con­ 
stant travel. 
The instant this craft 
is recognized the steamer or lancha 
slackens speed, and when the padre 
glides alongside he solemnly blesses 
the voyagers, then thankfully accept­ 
ing such contributions as are offered 
hint. and, exchanging a courteous fare­ 
well. resumes his solitary way. 
‘His garb, his half-naked boatman 
and th** primitive bongo make the 
traveler wonder for a moment if he 
has not beheld a vision of early colo­ 
nial days when the 
hardy 
fathers 
fearlessly set up to plant the cross 
in the remotest regions of the inter­ 
ior and a glance at the shore line of 
primeval forest and the still, 
track of waters in his wake 
confirm him in the strange

"There exist in Mont­ 
martre poor devils who can turn out 
Rembrandts befur than 
Rembrandt 
himself. 
Certain 
dishonest 
picture 
defiers in Paris know this and give 
orders for these ‘Dutch’ masterpieces. 
Vt ihi- bottom of the canvases the 
name ol Rembrandt is placed 
Ordi­ 
narily the dealer sells these. 
But it 
occurred to one of them last summer 
that there was something better to 
do with them. 
‘These are good,' he 
said to i bt' ragged painter who brought 
them. 
Put your own name on them 
in place of that of Rembrandt. 
Why 
give him the credit, ch?' 
The artist 
carried off the canvases, painted out 
the false name and put his own in 
place of it. 
Then he took them hack, 
and the dealer bought them for a 
pitiful sum. 
"After a few weeks the dealer sent 
the pictures to his correspondent in 
New York, and at the same time sent 


a letter to the customs 
authorities 
thoro, telling them that 
they’ 
were 
about to he the victims of a tremen­ 
dous fraud. 
Two real Rembrandt pic­ 
tures. recently discovered, were to ar­ 
rive from Europe with the name of 
Rembrandt painted out and another 
insignificant name substituted for it. 
’Take off th** upper coat of paint in 
the right-hand lower corner and you 
will find that the name of Rembrandt 
is there. 
The idea is to sell these old 
masterpieces 
in the United States 
after they have passed your adminis­ 
tration. 
I warn you that each paint­ 
ing is worth at least $120,000.* 
"This advice did not fall into un- 
eagcr ears. 
The outer coat was taken 
off, and sure enough, there was the 
name ‘Rembrandt.’ with 
the 
proper 
fiat©. 
The customs people demanded 
$25,000 for the two paintings, a sum 
pain contritely by the correspondent, 
who feigned great 
thankfulness 
for 
being let off for that amount. 
But 
a fortnight later he sold the pictures 
tor nearly $120,000. their authenticity 
being properly established by the re­ 
ceipts of the American custom house. 
They had cost $20 apiece in Paris.”

In the Troubled Times. 


The monks made a gaflant flght for 


their faith in the troubled times un- 
der Henry VIII, indeed, the prior and 
«»>t a few of the biotherhood lost their 
lives owing to their resistance. 


Eventually, 'he remnant of the order 


had to seek refuge at Bruges, and the 
monastery and its 
lands then passed 


through several hands within a com- 
,iuirati\e!y hi let period. It was there

Nearly a thousand miles of navig- 


able inland waterways of the Upper 
Orinoco river In South America are 
entirely undisturbed by commerce, ex- 
cept such as may be carried in an 
occasional canoe or "lancha." 
"The 


lancha is simply a light scow or flat- 
bottomed boat, filled with a single 
mast, from which, however an enor- 
mous sail cnn he spread." writes a 
traveler. 
"With tho summer trade 


winds blowing from tho Atlantic, good 
progress upstream is often made, but 
for Ihe return trip the mast and sails 
lire slowed away nnd the force of the 
current, is depended upon, aided' In 
the dry season by the use of poles 
or oars. 
If the westerly winds have 


set in, of course, it ban sail back as 
well, and at limes a little craft may 
be seen with sail set, tacking down 
stream in the teeth of an easterly 
wind, but this Is sorry work. On my 
trip from San Fernando do Apure, in- 
deed, we picked up a passenger from 
a lanclia hailing from the town of 
Armica, who Informed me with no 
little disgust, that the voyage had al- 
ready lasted two months, and Ciudad 
Bolivar was 
still far distant. The 


lancha. if I remember correctly, reach- 
ed port just two weeks after we did, 
and, 
of course, by no possible good 


fortune could the owner sell his car^o 
of hides so as to make the trip profit- 
able. 


"Speedier and 
more 
picturesque 


than the lancha the 'bongo,' or large 
dugout, one-half of which' Is sheltered 
by a wicker or palmthatched canopy," 
the same writer continues, "and a 
sight never to be forgotten is the pass- 
ing of a bishop or faithful 'padre' 
with his Indian boatmen, making a 
round of parochial calls requiring, 
perhaps, several months' almost con- 
stant, travel. The instant this craft 
Is recognized the steamer or lancha 
slackens speed, and when the padre 
glides alongside he solemnly blesses 
the voyagers, then thankfully accept- 
ing such contributions as are offered 
him, and, exchanging a courteous fare- 
well, resumes his solitary way. 


"His garb, his half-naked boatman 


and the primitive bongo make the 
traveler wonder for a moment if he 
has not be.held a vision of early colo- 
nial days when the 
hardy 
fathers 


fearlessly set up to plant the cross 
in the remotest regions of the inter- 
ior and a glance at the shore line of 
tangled primeval forest and the still, 
lifeless track of waters In his wake 
almost confirm him in the strange 
fancy."

Yet a building with historical 
ftssocla/ons dating back to more than 
live centuries ago niliiht surely 
be 


deemed sacred. For Charterhouse, the 
original Charterhouse of whi£h some 
portions still remain, was founded in 
1371. 


In that year the gallant Sir Walter 


'Manny established on the site a Car- 
thusian monastery. Among their other 
tutties. the 
monks 
were to 
offer 


masses for the souls of those whom 
•Sir Walter Manny had killed in battle 
—doubtless a goodly number, since 
the knight had earned great fame as a 
warrior in the French wars of Edward 
III. 


In the Troubled Times. 


The monks made a gaflant fight for 


their faith in the troubled times un- 
der Henry VIII; indeed, the prior and 
«»>t a few of the brotherhood lost their 
lives owing to their resistance. 


Eventually, 'he remnant of the order 


had to seek refuge at Bruges, and the 
monastery and its lands then passed 
through several hands within a com- 
paratively brief period. It was there 
.that Lord North entertained 
Queen 


;Kllzabeth on her journey from Hat- 
tield to London on her accession to 
the throne, and again, three 
years

later, with such magnificence that he 
•was nearly ruined and was obliged to 
live In retirement for the remainder 
of his life. Afterward, it passed to the 
Howard family, and from them It was 
bought by Thomas Sutlon, the founder 
of the Charterhouse, as- it 
is 
now 


known. Not that, even before the re- 
moval of the school to Godafming, It 
1-ad been for many a year quite what 
Ihi? great philanthropist intended it to 
- l>e. So far, indeed, as the foundation 
ifor the pensioners is concerned, the 
Intention of the donor may be said to 
have been fairly well fulfilled, 
It la 


said, indeed, that governors sometimes 
made use of their powers of nomina- 
tion to endow comfortably their own 
superannuated butlers, but an 
occa- 


sional abuse in the administration of 
a charity of such auclent date is prob- 
ably inevitable. 


Anecdote of Wellington. 


At what time the ancient rule that 


"no children should be placed in tho 
school whose parents have any estate 
in land to leave them, but only the 
children of poor men that want means 
to bring them up," was first departed 
from, Is apparently not known; cer- 
tainly this rule has been a dead letter 
for a very long period. 


As boys on 
the 
Foundation, 
or 


Gown-boys, 
were educated, lodged, 


boarded and partially clothed free of 
charge, besides receiving scholarships 
to tho universities on leaving, nomina- 
tions were naturally lu great demand 


An anecdote is, indeed, told that the 


Duke bf Wellington when Prime Min- 
is ter ctnuplulued that he had more re- 
o.uest^ for a nomination to Charter- 
house school than for any of the civil 
and military appointments within his 
control. 


Charterhouse school can 
certainly 


claim to have trained and sent out u 
goodly numbe? of scholars who have 
afterward made their mark 
in 
the 


world. In the field of literature, more 
particularly. Old Carthusians have dis- 
tinguished themselves. 


Addison and Steele. 


Addlson was a Charterhouse boy, 


though not on the 
Foundation. He 


was probably not at the school for a 
very long time, but long enough to 
form that close friendship with Ktch- 
ard Steele which was to lead to one 
of the most remarkable literary part- 
nerships ever known. Richard Steele 
Hmself was n gown boy. nominated by 
the Uuke of Ormonde. Richard Love- 
luce and, Crashnw were both Carthus- 
ians; ami also, if it be not bathos to 
mention his name in such company. 
Martin Tupper, the author of the fa- 
mous "Proverbial Philosophy." 


Not many military men appear to 


have been trained in the school, but 
one great soldier Charterhouse can 
claim—Sir Henry Havelock, who wae 
« pupil there from ISO-Mt, showing as 


BofHRng. 


a boy the same deep religious earnest- 
ness he afterward displayed as a man, 
and nicknamed, half in fun and half 
in tenderness, the Philosopher, gener- 
ally shortened into "Phlos." 


The name of the greatest surely 


among all the old Carthusians—Will- 
iam Makepeace Thackeray—it is nat- 
ural to reserve to the end. But, wher- 
ever Thackeray is read, the name of 
the Charterhouse must always be ten- 
derly remembered. The picture the 
great novelist has drawn of the old 
Gray Friar school, of Founder's Day, 
and the Latin creation, of the service 
in the chapel, where rosy-cheeked 
boys, full of life and health, stood in 
striking contrast to the old gray-head- 
ed stooping 
figures 
of the 
black- 


gowned pensioners—that picture has 
immortalized the school. 


As to Colonel Newcome. 


And the figure of Colonel Newcome, 


depicted by the same genius, has be- 
come such a living reality It is hard to 
believe that his name was never in 
fact on the roll. And when the scheme 
to sell a portion of the ancient. Char- 
terhouse site was before the House of 
Commons in 1886, one of (ho strongest 
arguments used in opposition was the 
plea for the aged pensioners, "the suc- 
cessors of Colonel Newcome."

Native Artiaans of Jude« Are Artist* 


In Their Line. 


The chief Industry of Bethlehem oi 


Judea, writes Marion Hnrland In Llp- 
plncott's, ia that of tke 
mother-of- 


pearl workers. 


The shells are brought from the 


Red sea, and in the hands of native 
artlaans are polished and carved, the 
larger into elaborate 
designs; 
the 


smaller are cut up for rosaries and 
crosses. The work la all done by hand, 
and the methods are amazingly primi- 
tive to a spectator from the home of 
steam and electric power. But the re- 
sults are extraordinary. The largest 
shell we saw was carved In scenes 
from the birth of Christ, the Agony 
in the Garden, and the 
Crucifixion, 


and had the general effect of delicate 
frostwork. 
Under 
the 
magnifying 


glass every detail was seen to be per- 
fect In outline and finish. It was ex- 
ecuted to order for a wealthy Ameri- 
can, and was to cost $160. 


About 150 people mako a living by 


this industry, which Is 500 years old. 
In the shops the workmen sit upon 
the floor, their benches in front of 
them; tho air Is full of whitish dust, 
and the light, admitted by the single 
window and tho open door, so dim 
that the 
exquisite 
trucery of the 


wrought shells is a mystery even be- 
fore the visitor notes how few, sim- 
ple and crudtf are the Instruments em- 
ployed.

Nearly a thousand miles of navig- 


able inland waterways of the Upper 
Orinoco river In South America are 
entirely undisturbed by commerce, ex- 
cept such as may be carried in an 
occasional cnnoo or "lancha." "The 
lancha is simply a liRht scow or flat- 
bottomed boat, filled with a single 
r.iast, from which, however an enor- 
mous sail can bo spread." writes a 
traveler. 
"With tho summer trade 


winds blowing from tho Atlantic, good 
progress upstream is often made, but 
for Ihe return trip the mast and sails 
are slowed away nnd the force of the 
current is depended upon, aided' in 
the dry season by the use of poles 
or oars. 
If the westerly winds have 


set in, of course, it ban sail back as 
well, and at times a little craft may 
be seen with sail set, tacking down 
stream in the teeth of an easterly 
wind, but this Is sorry work. On my 
trij) from San Fernando do Apure, in- 
deed, we picked up a passenger from 
a lancha hailing from the town of 
Arauca, who Informed me with no 
little disgust, that Ihe voyage had al- 
ready lasted two months, and Ciudad 
Bolivar was still far distant. 
The 


lancha, if I remember correctly, reach- 
ed port just two weeks after we did, 
und, of course, by no possible good

fortune could the owner sell his cargo 
or hides so as to make the trip profit- 
able. 


"Speedier and 
more picturesque 


than the lancha the 'bongo,' or large 
dugout, one-half of which' is sheltered 
by a wicker or palmthatched canopy," 
the same writer continues, "and a 
sight never to be forgotten is the pass- 
ing of a bishop or faithful 'padre' 
with his Indian boatmen, making a 
round of parochial calls requiring, 
perhaps, several months' almost con- 
stant, travel. The instant this craft 
is recognized the steamer or lancha 
slackens speed, and when the padre 
glides alongside he solemnly blesses 
lhe voyagers, then thankfully accept- 
ing such contributions as are offered 
him, and, exchanging a courteous fare- 
well, resumes his solitary way. 


"His 
garb, his half-naked boatman 


and the primitive bongo make the 
traveler wonder for a moment if he 
bus not beheld a vision of early colo- 
nial days when the 
hardy 
fathers 


fearlessly set up to plant the cross 
in tho remotest regions of the inter- 
ior and a glance at the shore line ot 
tangled primeval forest and the still, 
lifeless track of waters In his wake 
almost confirm him in the strange 
fancy."

But it 
occurred to one of them last summer 
thsil there was something better to 
lo with thorn. 
'These are good,' he 


said to the ragged painter who brought 
them. 'Put your own name on them 
in place of that of Rembrandt. 
Why 


give him tho credit, eh?' 
The artist 


carried off the canvases, painted out 
the false name and put his own in 
place of it. Then he took them back, 
and the dealer bought them for a 
pitiful sum. 


"After a few weclis the dealer sent 


the pictures to his correspondent in 
New York, and at the same time sent 


a letter to the customs authorities 
l here, telling them that 
they 
were 


about to be the victims of a tremen- 
dous fraud. 
Two real Rembrandt pic- 


lures, recently discovered, were to ar- 
rive from Europe with the name of 
Rembr:>iidt painted out and another 
insignificant name substituted for it. 
'Take off the upper coat of paint in, 
the right-hand lower corner and you 
will find that the name of Rembrandt 
is there. The idea is to sell these old 
masterpieces 
in the United States 


after they have passed your adminis- 
tration. I warn you that each paint- 
ing Is worth at least $120,000.' 


"This advice did not fall into un- 


eager ears. The outer coat was taken 
off, and sure enough, there was tha 
name 'Rembrandt,' with 
the proper 


date. 
The customs people demanded 


$25,000 for the two paintings, a sum 
paid contritely by the correspondent, 
who feigned great 
thankfulness 
for 


being let off for that amount. 
But 


a fortnight later he sold the pictures 
tor nearly $120,000, their authenticity 
being properly established by the re- 
ceipts of the American custom house. 
They had cost $20 apiece in Paris."
